Into Highways Account. 

Robert Pearson, Independent, Cal- 
gary, also strongly urged that the 
grant that would be received from 
the Dominion government be turned 
into the highways account for new 
highways. The speaker asserted that 


quoted 


on the part of the government as to 
what use this money would be put 
to, and there was a suspicion that it 
would be turned into the genera! 
revenue, and that none of it would 
actually be used in highway con- 
struction, This, the speaker declared 
was the weakness of the proposed 
system of financing the highways 
program. 

J. W. Heffernan, Liberal, Edmon- 
ton, argued that i; view of the fact 
that the province was receiving suf- 
ficient money from the automobile 
licenses, that there was no justifica- 
tion for incurring a capital debt re- 
quiring approximately $2,500,000 in 
interest charges. More than suffici- 
ent to meet the present requirements 
was provided by the automobile 
licenses, and there was also the ad- 
\ditional forty per cert of the amount 


expended to be recéived from the 
Dominion government. 
’ 


Time Far Too Short. 

Mr. Boyle stated that in his opin- 
jon the scheme proposed had not 
been very well considered. The fif- 
teen year debenture period was far 
too short in comparison to the life 
of the roads, and it was suggested 
that if money was to be borrowed 
for highways at all, that the period 
of repayment correspond more to 
the approximate length of life of the 


road. Under the proposed system 
the highways would be paid for 
within the next fifteen years and 


the burden would fall entirely upon 
the motorists in the province during 
that period, while the highways 
would be used for a considerably 
longer time if properly constructed 
and loked after. 

It was emphasized by Mr. Boyle 
that he was not opposed to the 
construction of new highways and 
the improving of those now in exis- 


tance, but based his objections en-|* 


tirely upon the proposed system of 
financing the project. The con- 
struction of good highways through- 
out the province was essential, and 
even greater expenditures might be 
justifiable than was proposed. Even 
the spending of the total amount of 
the revenue derived from the auto- 
mobile licenses would be by no 
means a serious program. 

It was said by the speaker, that 
the program called for the improv- 
ing of roads now in existence mere- 
ly in order to bring them up to the 
standard required to qualify under 
the Canadian highways plan so as 
to be in a position to obtain the 
government grant, which amounted 
to forty per cent of the money spent 
by the province. 

Not Original Intention. 

Mr. Boyle also objected to the 
turning of the money received from 
the Dominion government into the 
general revenue fund, stating that it 
was never the intention that any 
highways grants should be used fur 
any other purpose than to build new 
highweys. 

Mr. Boyle then asked Mr. Ross 
how many miles of new highways it 


was intended to build during the 
five years 

Mr. Ross replied, “about 600 
miles.” 


“Are we to pledge one half of the 
revenue from the automobile licen- 
ses every year as interest on the §3,- 
600,000 required for the five year 
program merely to build 600 miles 
of new highways and to put the re- 
mainder into good condition?” in- 
quired Mr. Boyle.
